and ear rots. The latter variety 
will very likely need to be used 
under irrigation in this area, but 
should be one that can be sold 
well for human consumption. 
Redbine 58, a new early m atu r­ 
ing grain sorghum variety, has 
been 
developed by 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural E xperim ent Station 
in cooperation with the Midwest 
Institute and Corn Products Re­ 
fining Company. Redbine 58 is 
earlier in 
m aturity 
than 
most 
presently grown combine varie­ 
ties of grain sorghum. The bright 
reddish-yellow grain of the new 
variety is hard like M artin, ger­ 
m inates well, does not w eather 
badly in the field and threshes 
well. It is highly superior to Com­ 
bine 7078 in these respects and 
is a more attractive grain than 
its M artin parent. In tests, it has 
out produced M artin, Redbine 60 
and Redbine 66 and is a surer 
crop under dryland planting in 
areas of low rainfall or in dry 


years. Adequate supplies of plant­ 
ing seed for farm use should be 
available for 1957 plantings since 
seed were released last spring to 
certified seed growers.

Diagnostic 
Laboratory is now in operation 
at College Station. Dr. H arlan 
E. Smith, Extension Plant Patho­ 
logist, is in charge and details on 
the lab and its services may be 
obtained from the local county 
extension agent.
